—which we believe now is the portion of 
our worthy friend, concerning whoſe 
faithful ſervices we are engaged from the 
united motives of love and duty, to give 
this teſtimony ; deſiring, that all who read 
it, and more eſpecially the Youth, may 
be excited, by his example, to ſeek an 
ee | | carly 
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early acquaintance with the Lord, and to 
take up their daily croſs in the prime of 
their days. Thus, they alſo, may become 
ſhining lights and inſtruments of goods to 
others.

Hex was born in this city, in the year 
1708, and his father dying before his. 
birth, and his mother a few years after, 
he ſuffered great trials and | hardſhips 
when very young :—Being early. con- 
cerned to ſeek the knowledge of God, he 
had a fervent deſire to attend religious 
meetings, though ſubjected to many dit- 
ficulties and diſcouragements, before that 
privilege was allowed him; yet, being 
earneſt in his deſires to obtain divine fa- 


vour, he was eminently ſupported under 
great cuullicts aud probatious, and, con- 


tinuing faithful to the degrees of light and 
grace communicated, a diſpenſation of 
the goſpel miniſtry was committed to 
him, ſometime before the term of his ap- 
prenticeſhip was expired ; and. abiding 
under the ſanctifying power of truth, he 


grew in his gift, and became a zealous! : 
faithful miniſter.

H was very exemplary in his induſ- 
try and diligence, in labouring faithful- 
ly at his trade, to provide for his own 
ſupport, and after he married, and had 
children, for their maintenance; and was 
often concerned to adviſe others to the 
ſame neceſſary care; yet he continued 
fervent in ſpirit for the promotion of 
truth and righteouſneſs, ſo that he was 
ſoon engaged to leave home, and the 
neareſt connections of nature, to publiſh 
the glad tidings of the goſpel, and fre- 
quently viſited moſt of the meetings of 
Friends in this and the adjacent provinces, 
and ſeveral times as far as the eaſtern 
parts of New-England. Having thus ho- 
neſtly diſcharged his duty among us 
above twenty years, and feeling his mind 
conſtrained in the love of the goſpel, to 


viſit the few Friends who remained in 


ſome of the Weſt-India iſlands; and from 
thence the meetings of Friends in general 
through Great-Britain and Ireland, he 
communicated his concern to a few of his 
moſt intimate friends, who having unity 
therewith, he was encouraged to lay it 
before our monthly meeting. Before he 
entered on this weighty ſervice, he paſſed 
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through a near trial and affliction in the 
death of his beloved wife; under which 
exerciſe he was katy ſupported by 
the arm of divine ſtrength, which had 
often been revealed for his help, in times 
of in ward conflicts and out ward diſtreſſes. 


His concern to travel in the ſervice of 
truth continuing, and the meeting having 
full unity with him therein, he embarked 
inthe fifth month, 1748, accompanied by 
our dear friend, Samuel Nottingham, in 
a veſſel bound for Barbadoes, and having 
vilited the few meetings an that iſland, 
they went by way of Antigua to Tortola, 
where they continued ſome time, having 
ſome difficulty to get a paſſage to Eu- 
rope; and their voyage thither was at- 
tended with ſome ſingular hazards and 
dangers, which occaſioned their landing 
in Ireland; where our friend Daniel con- 
tinued fore months, viſiting the meet 
ings of Friends in that kingdom and 


after he apprehended himſelf clear, went 


over to England, and viſited the meet- 


ings generally in that nation, and in 


Wales and Scotland, where his meck 
circumſpect conduct and converſation, 
and 


and lively edifying miniſtry, rendred his 
viſit very acceptable, and his memory 
Precious. 


| 


Ix his return home, and for fome time 
after, he was in a low afflifted ſtate of 
mind; being apprehenſive, that through 
diffidence, and the want of perfect refig- 
nation to the divine will, he had omitted 
fully performing the fervice required of 
him, by not viſiting the few Friends in 
Holland: yet he was mercifully preferved, 
and after a time of deep exerciſe, raifed 
again to ſing of the mercies and loving 
kindneſs of God on the banks of deliver- 
ance. 


Hs ſeveral times, with other Friends 


appointed to that ſervice, viſited the fami- 


hes of Friends in this city, and between the 
years 1757 and 1760, being accompanied 
by our friend John Pemberton, he viſited 
the families of Friends generally within 
the limits of our meeting; which weighty 
exerciſing ſervice, he was enabled to per- 
form to our edification and ſatisfaction. 
After which, he was frequently engaged 


to

to excite Friends to this uſeful and edify- 
ing practice. 

In the twelfth month, 1760, he ſet out 
on a viſit to the meetings in the weſtern 
parts of this province, and from thence 
in Maryland, Virginia, and North and 
South-Carolina, and returned in the ſixth 
month following ; ſince which he fre- 
quently viſited many of the meetings 
near home, and ſome as far as Long-ifland, 
and other parts of the province of New- 
York. Within the laſt two years, he 
viſited the families of Friends of ſome of 
the meetings in Weſt-Jerſey, in the city 
of New-York, and part of Long-Iſland; 
and after his return from this ſervice, 
with great peace and ſatisfaction, he ex- 
preſſed his apprehenſion that he was now 
clear of all places, and that his ſtay here 
was near over;—having an evidence, that 
he had been faithfully concerned from 
his youth to fear and ſerve God. 


Hs chief labour and religious exer- 
ciſes were in this city, where he was a di- 
ligent attender of all our meetings, and

often on committees appointed on the 
ſervices: of the church ; 3 in which ne. Was 
ſolid and weighty i in ſpirit, waiting tor 
the ſpringing up 6f life; being ſteadily 
concerned both in and out of meetings, 


to live near the divine fountain : Thus he 
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was very frequently qualified, and en 
abled to ſtir up the pure mind, and to re- 
count the gracious dealings of God — 
Mankind, andas a faithful embaſſador 


warn the negligent to flee from the ch

was ſometimes conſtrained to declare in

ly purſuing the world, and by the ſur- 
feiting cares, and graſping after earthly 
treafares, fruſtrate the good purpoſe of 
the viſitation of divine grace to them, 
and cloſely reminded thoſe, who in their 
ſmall beginnings were low and humble, 
that now they were-abundantly favoured, 
they ſhould not fet their affectlons on 
things. below, but remember the rock 
from whence they were liewn and his 
concern was great that thoſe who had the 
glad tidings of the goſpel to publiſh,

H & was much employed in vilitin g 

the ſick and aſſlicted, to whom he'admi- 

niſtred his ſpiritual advice and experience, 

and often engaged in humble prayer for 
their fupport; and in the diſtributing to 

the neceſſitous according to his circum- 
ſtances, he nnen his benevolent diſ- 
poſition. 


As he had been many years under 
great exerciſe and ſuffering of fpirit* on 
account of the ſlavery of thepoor Africans, 
and frequently bore teſtimony againſt that 
unrighteous gain of oppreſſion, he was of 
late ſomewhat relieved, as he found the 
eyes of the people become more open to 
ſee the iniquity of the practice; and he 
died in faith, that the light of the goſpel 
will ſo generally prevail, that the profeſ- 
ſors of chriſtianity will find it their duty 
to

to reſtote to theſe: people their natufal 


-right to liberty, and to inſtruct chem in 
the principles of the chriſtian religion. 


O the fifth day of the ſiſth month, 
he was: violently ſeized with the bilious 
cholic, and continued in great pain ſeve- 
ral days; but afterwards being ſomewhat 
eaſier, he was at our morning and even- 
ing Meetings on Firſtday, the thirteenth 
of the month, in which he was muth fa- 
voured iti his public miniſtry, and expreſſ- 
ed that he 'thbught his time would not 
belong with us. After this day's labour, 
He was again confſined, yet being a little 
--recovered he as at our meeting on Fifth- 
day, the twenty-fourth of the month, 
which being ſmall, he expreſſed his ſor- 
row for it, and encouraged Friends to 
diligence in the attendance of week dax 
meetings, the benefit of a faithful diſ- 
charge of duty therein being great; 
the next day he was at our monthly 
meeting, and to his on and our admi- 
ration Mas enabled to ſtay through: both 
colir-ſittings, though the laſt of them wWas 
longer chan uſual, and he afterwards ex- 
preſſed 
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preſſed that he thought himſelf better in 
the meeting than when out; it was a ſea- 
ſon of divine favour, and ſome weigh-

with: great openneſs ſpoke - pertinently 
and clearly to-them, encouraging Friends 


chriſtian teſtimony, againſt all that is con- 
trary to it: This was theilaſt public meet- 
ing he was at, being the next morning 
early ſeized with a renewed attack of the 
-: Jame diſorder, which increaſed on him 
ſeveral days, and was ſo fixed, that all 
the endeavout of ſeveral ſkilful phyſici- 
ans and tender nurſes, were not effec- 
tual to remove it, tho' in ſome. meaſure 
to mitigate the pain, that he -ſuffered 
much, nat being able to lie down in his 
bed ſeveral weeks, yet chro' all. he was 
mercifully ſupported, in much reſignati- 
on, and patience, rather inclining, if it 
Was the Lord's will, to be releaſed.

Fon two or three weeks before his 
fickneſs, he appeared very deſirous of

Dunne the time of his ſickneſs he 
often expreſſed his concern leaſt his 
Friends ſhould be too anxious for his re- 
covery, ſaying, if he ſhould live longer, 
and thro” any human frailty or infirmity

By thedbſire of kisFlibnds'who attend 
ed him, he rode out ſcveral times, tho! 
not without much difficulty, and ſpent 
the two laſt days of his life at the houſes + 
of * two of his intimate Friends. As hé 
drew'near his end; the ſtrength of his 
lover to mankind ina gentral; ande his 
Friends in partictilar, evidentły increaſed, 
much deſiring the proſperity of truth, and 
when a” meeting: time” came had an ear 
neſt deſire tobe with Friends; and parti 
c the day befòre his dẽparture- 
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F 
Dvnx1xc-. his ſickneſs, he: frequently 
expreſſed himſelf in a very ſeaſonable, in- 
ſtructi ue, and affecting manner; and the. 
evening of the Firſtday before he dyed, 
ſeveral Friends coming in to ſee him, he 
ſpoke a conſiderable time to them, having 
before been deſirous of ſuch an opportuni- 
ty of. the company of his Friends, to ſit 
down, and wait upon God, which was: 
his great delight. 


Tux, laſt day of his life be. ſpent at 
the houſe of his Friend Iſrael Pemberton, 
at Germantown, and was unuſually free 
and chearful, even till ten o' clock at night, 
when he undreſſed himſelf, and went in- 
to hed, remarking on lying down, that 
he had not before been able to do ſo, for 
five weeks or upwards, and he ſoon after 
fell aſleep, but in a ſhort time was awak 
ened hy the return of pain and diſſiculty 
of. breathing, which. thro! his allnęſs he 
had, been much aſſlicted with, ſo, that he 


was oblig' d to ſet, up, in bed, and thus 


continued, at. intervals freely converſing 

with our ſaid, Friend, wha ſat up, with ; 

him, and be expreſſed his great thankful-.

nefs that his head was preſerved free from 


pain and his underſtanding clear, and that 
though it had been a time of cloſe trial 


and deep probation, he could ſay he felt 


the evidence of divine ſupport ſtill to at- 


tend him. After which, his pains increaſ- 
ing he got up and dreſſed himſelf, and 
walking about the room ſometime, ſat down 
in an eaſy chair, in which he fell into a 
ſweet ſleep, and in about three hours de- 
parted without ſigh or groan. 


Tuus died this righteous man, who 
having fought the good fight and kept the 
faith, finiſhed his courſe in full unity with 


us, and univerſally beloved by his fellow 


citizens, on the twenty eighth day of the 
ſixth month, 1770, in the 62d year of his 
age and 43d of his miniſtry, His body 
was the next day attended by a large num- 
ber of people of divers religious denomi- 


nations to our meeting houſe, and after- 


wards interred in Friends burial ground 
in this city. 


Signed on behalf, and by 3 of our Meonth- 
ly Meeting, held in Philadelphia, by adjournment, 
the 24 of the eighth month 1170.

1 N a grateful ſenſe of the many helps 
and great goodneſs of the Almigh- 
ty to my ſoul, whereby he has been 
pleaſed from my young years to incline 
my heart to fear and ſerve him; it is on 
my mind to leave ſome account of my 
life, travels, and experience; wiſhing it 
may be a means to ſtir up the pure mind 
in any, to obey the will of the Lord, and 
to ſerve him, While they have time and

is worthy to be had in everlaſting remem- 
brance, and is a good rewarder of all the 
ſincere in heart; although they may have 
tribulations on the earth, they have alſo 


the company of Chriſt our dear redeemer, 
who promiſed to be with his diſciples to 


the end of he world. 


By the account I have had, I was born 
in the year 1708, in Philadelphia, in the 


province of Pennſylvania, of honeſt pa- 
rents, Daniel and Abigail Stanton, and 


it was my hard lot ſoon to be deprived of 
them both*; my father I never ſaw, he be- 
ing loſt at Sea ſometime before I was born; 
and my mother died when I was a child, o 
that I have but little remembrance of her. 


Ar rzx her death, I met with great 


hardſhips, both of body and mind, being 


deſtitute of parents, and of brother or ſif- 
ter, that I was in a lonely ſtate, and went 
to live at ſeveral places a ſhort time, the 


laſt of which (before I was put apprentice) 


was in New-Jerſey, with my mother's 
brother ; during which time, I went

through great difficulties, too tediotis to 


I LivED there ſeveral years, and had 
no opportunity to go to any place of reli- 
gious worſhip ; but the lord was pleaſed 
-by his grace and good viſitation, to ope- 
rate on my mind, that I was made to 
dread and fear the great almighty Being, 
and it was given me to know, that © God 
&« 7s @ ſpirit, and they who worſhip him, muſt 
c wor/hip him in ſpirit and truth” ; and 
through the bleſſed knowledge of God by 
his holy ſpirit, I had great reproof in my 
own breaſt for ſin and tranſgreſſion, and 
dreaded to ſpeak bad words, or to do 
what was evil, and was brought by inward 
conviction to mourn, and ſeek for mercy 


for my ſoul ; and at a time when I heard 
of the ſuffering of my dear Saviour on the 


croſs, and how he ſuffered unto death, my 
heart was broken before the Lord, and I 
went alone and wept, being much affe&t- 
ed with a ſenſe of his ſuffering by that 
hard hearted people, the Fews, and of his 
being crucified: Great was the goodneſs 
of the Almighty to me, in giving me. A 
ſenſe

ſenſe of many things appertaining to God- 
lineſs, in the time of this tender viſitation ; 
and I found by the divine witneſs in my- 
ſelf, that if I would be a diſciple of Chriſt, 
I muſt take up my croſs daily, to that 
which diſpleaſeth God; he being greatly 
to be feared and obeyed, and was worthy 
of the deepeſt reverence that my ſoul, bo- 
dy and ſtrength could aſcribe to his all 
powerful name, 


ALTHOUGH it was hard to the natu- 
ral part to become flain to the recreations 
and pleafures of this life; fervent were 

my cries and ſeeking after the ways of 
the lord, and I thought much of eternity 
in another world, 


I nap heard of many forms of worſhip, 
but had no opportunity to be with the 
people for that ſervice to God, which was 
a great trouble to my mind ; but at one 
time 1 afked leave to go and fee a relation, 
with an intention for him to ſhe me the 
way to the meeting of Friends, which was. 
held at New-town in Glocefter connty ; he 
was loath to take the pains to accompany 


me, 
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te; not knowing the ſolid deſire of my 
mind; but through perſuaſion, I prevail- 
ed with him to go with me to the mect- 
ing, where I was more deſirous to get 
ſome good, than to be ſeen of men. We 
ſat in a part of the meeting together, 
where we were not much noticed by any 
that Iknow of, and in this bleſſed oppor» 
tunity, through the power of truth, and 
the good teſtimony of that dear ſervant of 
Chriſt, Fohn Eſtaugh, being attended with 
the authority of the word of life, my 
heart was greatly contrited-and my ſpirit 
baptized in the preſence of God, it was a 
joytul day of good tidings to my poor 
ſeeking ſoul, and the eminent and power- 
ful advice, that did attend that worthy 
inſtrument in the Lord's hand for my ſal · 
vation, has been like © bread caſt upon 
te the waters that has been found after 
© many days.” 


I wzx T from that meeting much ſatis- 
fied with the way of worſhip of Friends, 
and continued earneſt in ſpirit, that 1 
might have further knowledge of the bhleſ - 
{cd truth; my inward exerciſes were 2 


great 


et 
great deal of ſorrow and mourning, that 
I might come forward in the work of re- 
ligion, and do that which was right in the 
ſight of God. | 


LIVING with my uncle till near tho 
age of ſixteen years, I became uneaſy, be- 
ing deſirous to learn a trade, not knowing 
what I might have to depend on for a live- 
lihood, more than the labour of my hands; 
altho* my mother left conſiderable at her 
death, under the care of- thoſe who ſhe 
expected would do juſtly by me; but it 
proved otherwiſe, they depriving me of 
the whole, to a ſmall matter, leſs than 
twenty pounds: I went on trial to a ſhip 
carpenter in Philadelphia, in condeſcen- 
tion to my uncle, it being a trade he ra- 
ther choſe for me, than I did for myſelf, 
and was there ſometime, tho' I ſoon was 
diſſatisfied both with the trade, and on 
account of the wicked converſation of the 
people of the yard, who being very vain, 
were a great exerciſe to my mind; 'tho* 
my maſter and miſtreſs were kind: and 
friendly to me, which was ſome comfort; 
but the greateſt ſatisfaction J had in this 

world, 
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world, was that I could attend religious 
meetings on the firſt day of the week, and 
was often favoured to hear the truth de- 
clared in the demonſtration of the ſpirit 
and power, as alſo a ſecret divine power 
being at work in my heart, afforded ſolid 
pleaſure and profit, in the midſt of my 
trials; for, being ſoberly inclined, and de- 
lighting to attend religious meetings, I 
met with ſcoffings and mockings, and 
ſome in an outrage would bid me go along 
to meeting, deſpiſing my diligence. on 
that account; but I was enabled through 
mercy and grace, to bear revilings as well 
as many deep diſtreſſes, which fell to my 
lot; being much concerned to ſeek after 
the kingdom of God, and his righteouſ- 
neſs; oh the inward travel that I under- 
went, none knew but the Lord! Andat 
an evening meeting near where I ſat, a lit- 
tle way from the door, Benjamin Kidd, 
a Friend of the miniſtry, then on a viſit 
to this province, from Old-England, came 
in and fat juſt by me, and in the meeting 
was eminently favoured in prayer, which 
I have many times thought was a particu- 
lar inſtance of divine mercy to me, in ſo

to wade through in ſeveral reſpects at that 


Ar r ER being ſome time at the ſhip 
carpenters trade, which not being agree- 
able to me, I went again to my uncle's, 
where came a Friend from Philadelphia, 
who having ſeen me when I lived in town, 
would have me to go apprentice to him, 
he being a joiner ; which I accordingly 
did, believing it would be of good fervice 
for me to have a trade to depend on ; and 
ſerved with him until I was about the 
age of twenty two years, and in the time 
of my apprenticeſhip, the goodneſs of the 
almighty was great in preſerving me 
through my tribulations, which were va- 
rious, beyond my fetting forth ; but the 
pure love and fear of the Lord, accompa- 
nying my ſpirit, and through the divine 
appearance of light and grace, I was Ied 
in a cloſe walking before him; and my 
underſtanding! was opened to have a fight 
of many things, which the ſpirit of truth 
leads into; ſome whereof were plainneſs 
in ſpeech and cloathing, few words in 

converſation, 
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converſation, watchfulneſs and prayer, 
chooſing rather to be alone, than in the 
company of thoſe whoſe diſcourſe and 
talking was out of the fear of God. 


Juve delighted in retirement, and 
often walked alone and poured out my 
complaints before the allſeeing eye, that 
knew the condition of my heart, defiring 
that he would be pleaſed © to create in me 
c a clean heart, and to renew a right ſpi- 
„ rit within me,” I wanted to know 
the work of reformation effectually carri- 
ed. on, according to the mind and will of 
the bleſſed truth, and the nearer I kept to

THE countenance and good example of 
faithful Friends had a great reach on my 
mind, and when I came to be more ac- 
quainted with the dealings of the Lord, 
and could get frequently to religious 
meetings, and beheld the fitting of his 
ſervants, and attendance of his miniſters, 
I could ſay, as did the queen of the South, 
who came from far to ſee the wiſdom of 
Solomon, that the one half had not been 
told me, and one greater than Solomon 
was in the midſt of his people; praiſed be 
his great name, even the name of Chriſt 
our dear Lord, that greatly appeared in 
power and majeſty in Sion in thoſe days; 
to the tendering my heart and ſpirit be- 
fore him time after time, and not only 
eminently viſited my ſoul, by his glori- 
ous hight and truth, but ſent many of his 
ſervants among us, from far and near;

AFTER many powerful ſeaſons of di- 
vine grace, being favoured to ſee the 
goodneſs of the Lord in the land of the 
living, as alſo © to taſte and handle of the 
“ good wordoflite,” a great concern of ſoul 
came upon me to open my mouth in a 
public manner, for the cauſe of religion, 
and the proſperity of Sion, which was a

world, as I thought, and an apprentice lad,

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much trouble and ſorrow of ſpirit, leſt 1 
ſhould go too faſt, or before my divine 
Guide, for they who go before they 
are ſent, cannot profit the people, or have 
peace in themſelves, and peace to me and 
to do the will of the Lord, was what I 
moſt deſired; oh! the earneſt prayers 
that were in my heart that I might be 
rightly directed in all things, to the ho- 
nour and praiſe of my bleſſed Lord and 


maſter ; and a degree of his mighty power 


would lay ſuch conſtraints upon me, that 
for Sion's ſake I could not reſt, and for 
Jeruſalem's ſake I could not hold my peace; 
ſo that after many powerful influences of 
the divine word, at about the age of 
twenty years I appeared in a few words, 
in prayer, at an evening meeting, in Phi- 
ladelphia, and after this, ſometimes in a 
few words by way of teſtimony, as they 
were put in my heart, in a great deal of 
fear and dread of the Almighty Being; 
and Friends bore with my appearance 
with much tenderneſs, and the miniſtry 
of thoſe who were largely gifted in the 
myſteries of the kingdom, and like ſcribes 
well inſtructed thereto, that could bring 


out 
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out of the treaſury things new and old, 
would correſpond with what I had to ſay 
in the fear of Lord; which bleſſed helps, 
together with the evidence of peace in my 


own breaſt, gave a confirmation to my 
mind, that I was in the way of my duty. 


AFTER Icame forth in this laborious 
exerciſe, I dreamed a dream, or ſaw in a 
viſion, that I was as a little child born in- 
to the world, and my mother was very 
tender of me (who I have thought to be 
the church) but there was an enemy that 
ſought my life, and as though he would 
deſtroy me, but ſhe that was my mother 
made her eſcape, and carried me into the 
wilderneſs, and we were preſerved. At 
another time when I was much concerned 
in ſpirit for acceptance with the Lord, I 
dreamed that I was travelling in-a path, in 
which I met with ſome difficulties, and 
got through them and met with death, 
and a man came with a book, and it was 
faid that my ſoul was acceptable with the 
Lord. I have had great cauſe to ſpeak 
well of his excellent name for the reveal- 
ing his ſecrets to my underſtanding, as J 
kept in his holy fear, Azur 
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.ABovrT the time that I firſt cage 
in words in thecongregations of the Lord's 
people, and ſometime before, the glorious 
day ſpring from on high powerfully ap- 
peared amongſt us, and ſeveral were en- 
gaged to ſpeak to the praiſe of the Al- 
mighty, and to bear teſtimony to his 
great and good name, three before I ap- 
peared, and two afterwards; the firſt 
were Mary Nicholls, Benjamin Trotter, 
and Mary Emlen, the next were Joyce 
Marriot, and Elizabeth Widdifield, who 
continued ſerviceable miniſters among 
Friends. I thought it might be ſaid to be 
a time in ſome meaſure of the fulfilling the

light, and after ſuch precious / meetings

I went forward to Rhode-iſland, which 
was a weariſome travel; but I got to New- 
port, and met with a kind reception from 
Friends, whom 1 viſited in much love, 
there being a great number 'who make a 
profeſſion of the way of truth; I was glad 
to ſee them, and could have been more fo 
that all lived in poſſeſſion of the ſame. 
From Rhode-iſland I took meetings in my 
way to Nantucket, where on my arriving 
I was kindly taken home by Nathaniel 
Starbuck, whoſe heart and houſe were 
open to receive the meſſengers of Chriſt, — 
On this iſland I met with a great number 
of choice exemplary Friends, and had ſe- 
veral meetings among them, which I be- 


lieve tended to edification. Being clear 


of this place, I returned to the Main, and 
taking meetings in my way, came to Boſ- 
ton, where I ſpent ſome time with Friends, 
both in public meetings and in their fami- 
lies; they being loving to me and glad of 
being viſited, their number being ſmall in 
the whole, but ſeemed to be well treated 
by people of other perſuaſions, far differ- 
| ent 
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ent from what it was in the early viſits o 
Friends to that place, in which ſome of 
the ſervants of the moſt high, ſuffered un- 
to death. From Boſton I went to Lyn, 
Salem, and Newberry, and had comfor- 
table meetings, as alſo at another place 
between Newberry and Dover, and after 
I had ſeen Friends at Dover and Cache- 
chy, and a meeting near Dover, I return- 
ed to Salem and Lyn, and ſtaid ſome- 
time at my kind Friend Zacheus Collins's, 
having met with ſome difappointment in 
travelling, which detained me ſome weeks; 
but I conſtantly attended meetings at Lyn, 
and found great openneſs and unity with 
Friends there, and believe my ſtay tend- 
ed to ſome ſervice, for the promoting of 
near love among the little flock of Chriſt 
in that place, having many bleſſed oppor- 
tunitics among them. I alſo went to the 
Vearly-Meeting at Boſton, and back to 
the Learly-Meeting at Lyn; wich was 
large and greatly favoured with the mini- 
ſtry and ſervice of that worthy handmaid 
of the Lord, Lydia Norton. After this, 
and the Yearly+Meeting at Salem, I part- 
ed with Friends in much love, and came 
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on my way home ward, viſiting the meet- 
ings generally as they came in courſe, alſo 
ſome back places, and at Swanſey, Green- 
wich, and ſome other meetings, and to 
Rhode · iſland; tho? ſome of theſe meetings 
were hard and ſuffering times, and tra- 
velling weariſome, I was favoured with a 
ſhare'of peace in my own boſom.

Arrzx I came home! kept cloſe to philadet- 


ability God giveth ; being much concern- 
ed for the proſperity of his glorious work 
amongſt us; my outward endeavours 
were alſo blefled, as I kept to induſtry, and 
I always found it beſt to bediligent, and 
not ſlothful in buſineſs ; yet fervent in ſpi- 
rit ſerving the Lord ; and by living in 
this city it was my lot often to viſit the 
ſick and thoſe in affliction in this place, 
which were heart tendering and humbling 
times, which ought not to be forgotten 
by ſuch who have been humbled under 
the mighty hand of God, and whom he 
has been pleaſed to relieve ; but it is much 


to be lamented, that too many when 
raiſed from adverſity, do forget in time of 


proſperity the dealings of the Almighty 


with them; the world and the uncertain 
things thereof; lead to forget what is cer- 
tain to all men, that they muſt die, and af- 


ter death that they are accountable to the 
Almighty Author of their being. 


Ix the year 1737, being appointed with 


ſeveral Friends of our Monthly-Meeting, 


to 


meetings, and faithfully laboured in that *"* 
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to viſit the families of Friends in this city, 
and having a concern on my mind for the 
ſervice, I went to many places with my 
Uncle Chalkley, and other Friends, to 
good ſatisfaction. For ſome time I did not 
go any very diſtant journey, except once, 
as far as Weſt- river, in Maryland, to the 
Yearly-Meeting, in company with my 
Friend Robert Jordan; but I diligently 
attended meetings in this city, and ſome- 
times thoſe near it, both in Pennſylvania 
and New-Jerſey ; which I did in much 
love, often chooſing to go on foot, having 
in my young years had many heavenly 
ſeaſons in that way of travelling. 

Ix the year 1744, it was on my mind 
to viſit again Friends in New-England, 
and having the unity of our Monthly- 
Meeting, and my Friend Abel James for 
2 companion, he being a young man I 
much efteemed ; the latter end of the e- 
leventh Month, we proceeded pretty di- 
rect to Long-iſland, where we ' viſited - 
moſt of the meetings of Friends therea- 
way, and the favourable preſence and 
* God being manifeſted in them, 

Save 
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gave me eaſe of mind, and united my New-Fage | 
heart to the faithful among them. When _ 
clear there, we went on the Main, and tra- 
velled to Newport, on Rhode-iſland, 
where we were lovingly received among 
Friends, and after a ſhort ſtay, we pro- 
ceeded to Dartmouth, and were at a meet- 
ing there; and ſo forward through Boſ- 
ton, Lyn, and Salem, having meetings, 
in ſome of which I had ſatisfaction, and 
was glad to ſee Friends with whom I had 
ſome acquaintance in the beſt fellowſhip. 

The furtheſt place we went to in this 
journey was Salem; and were at ſeveral 
meetings on our return to Newport, 
which Ihope tended to ſtir up the pure 
mind in ſome; altho' the life of religion 
appeared to be at a low ebb with many 
making a high proſeſſion thereof. After 
ſeveral good opportunities among Friends 
at Newport, we returned homewards 
through Conecticut, making a ſhort tay 
to reſt at our Friend Thomas Franklin's, 
from whence we went to a meeting at New- 
town, on Long · iſland, then to New - Tork 
in company with ſeveral Friends, where 
we had a meeting, then ;Procrcded home, P 
bog} - Where 
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where I was glad to ſee my dear wife and 
family again, it being through the kind- 
neſs of divine Providence, and they were 
very near and dear to me. This journey 
was attended with hard travel and hard 
labour to my body, alſo in the exerciſe of 
the gift of the miniſtry; but it was in good 
will and much love to the people. 


rad the year 1745 to 1748, I kept 
much at home at our own meetings ; yet 
went ſometimes to other meetings in 
Pennſylvania and New-Jerſey, as in the 
love of truth I was drawn forth to viſit 
them ; the Lord having a choice people in 
theſe provinces who fear hisname, and my 


heart was often filled with endeared love 


to the upright hearted ſeed of God, from 


my firſt acquaintance among them; ; being 


at times baptized and united together i in 


the one ſpirit and fellowſhip, which is 


not in the wiſdom of man, but from the 
power of God. 


My dear wife being weakly in body,

year of her age, on the firſt day of the 


ſecond month, 1748, and I have good 
reaſon to believe that ſhe is at reſt, having 
before her death, expreſſed that ſhe 
had made her peace with the Lord, and 
the evident tokens of his preſence in her 
ſickneſs, and at her latter end, much ſup- 
ported my mind in ſo great a trial, and 
loſs of ſo good a wife and tender mother 

to my children, and one that loved the 
truth, and the ſervants of Chriſt, who | 
lived an innocent life, being a pattern of 


plainneſs, a near companion, and true 


help mate to me according to her capacity, 
both in things ſpiritual and temporal. Af- 
ter her death, in about a week, I buried 
my youngeſt ſon, and four ſons before 
the death of their dear mother; which 
were very near trials; but my greateſt 
help in theſe as well as many other 
afflictions that have fallen to my lot, 
has been to ſubmit to the bleſſed will 
of the Lord, who gives and takes away. 
Now having two daughters left, I was 
much concerned that the Almighty 
might be pleaſed to look in pity on 
them, as he did in mercy on me, 
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Philadel- in my young years, and give them wic 
dom and underſtanding hearts to walk be- 
fore him in his moſt holy fear; for I ſoon 


found after the death of my loving wife, 
that I muſt leave them for a time, and my 
habitation and near comforts of life, for 
the ſake of Chriſt and his bleſſed goſpel, 
2 concern increaſing on my mind, not to 
delay the time in which I was to perform 
this errand, to go to iſlands and places a- 
broad; this weighty undertaking 1 
made known to my dear Friends, at our 
Monthly - Meeting in this city, with which 
they having unity, gave me a certiſicate 
for this purpoſe, in which they mention · 
ed their prayers for my preſervation thro” 
every trial and danger, which were ma- 
ny before my return; but the Almighty, 
All- powerful Being, delivered out of them 
all; glory, honour, and eternal praiſe 
to his eminent name for ever! but before 
Left home, I accompanied ſome Friends 
to vilit ſeveral families in this city, Which 
were ſolid and comfortable ſeaſons. 
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His Voyage to Barta dose, and Labours 
there and at the adjacent Hands; and E 
age from thence to Ireland. 


A FTER I had ſettled my out- 
3 ward concerns, and. had placed 


| my dear children to be taken 
care of, until it pleaſed God that we 
ſhould meet again, I left my habitation on 
the 13th day of the fifth month, 1 748, af- 
ter being an that day at a large meeting 
in our city, with Samuel Nottingham, A 
Friend from Northamptonſhire, in Old- 
England, who was to be my companion. 
We came with a great number of our very 


meeting there that evening, lodged at 
our worthy Friend Grace Lloyd's, and 
next morning taking feave of our beloved 
Friends, we went on board the veſſel and 
ſat ſail for Barbadoes. On the paſſage 1 
met with near rials in ſpirit, and was at

| God, we arrived ſafe at Barbadoes, on the 


21ſt day of the ſixth month; where we 
met with ſeveral Friends who were kind 
and loving towards us, our dear Friend 
Joſeph Gamble took us to his houſe, 
where we lodged for the moſt part of the 
time. After we had attended meetings at 
Bridgetown, the Lord being with us, en- 
abled us by his mighty power to bear a 
faithful teſtimony, I truſt, to his eternal 
Truth, we went to Speightſtown, where 
we were favoured with ſome ſolid edifying 


meetings, tho? not ſo large as at Bridge- 


town; we lodged at our eſteemed Friend 
Edward Harriſon's; we were alſo at the 
Spring meeting-houſe, where we lodged, 
_ a Friend living therein, and the next day 
Had a meeting there, and in the afternoon 


at Bridgetown, which was large and end- 
ed well. We were on this iſland twenty- 


one days, and having ſeen Friends gene- 
rally, and been favoured with ſeveral edi - 


fying ſeaſons, we departed from thence 


with Captain Auſtin, to Antigua, in our 

way to Tortola; we ſtaid one week and 

2 Ap at Antigua, lodged at James Bir- 
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ket's, who, was very kind to us; but 


my mind was much burthened and diſ- 
treſſed for that place and people, who are 
ſor the moſt part a wicked and ſinful ge- 
neration; we had no meeting among 
them, there being no Friend on the iſland, 
except Friend Birket, and no openneſs, 
that I could find to ſatisfaction, for the 
teſtimony of truth to be declared, only 
we had ſome ſolid converſation with ſome. 
came away much bowed in ſpirit for the 
ſins of the wicked in that iſland. From 
thence we went for Tortola, where we 
landed on the 28th of the ſeventh month, 
and met with ſeveral Friends in the even- 
ing, that were glad to ſee us, at the houſe 
of our Friend John Pickering; where, 
and at our Friend William Thomas's, we 
lodged moſt of the time we were upon 
that iſland, they being truly kind and 
friendly to us; we were favoured: with 
many good edifying meetings among 


Friends, there being two meeting houſes 


on the iſland, viz. one at a place called 
Fat-hog bay, the other at the Road; we 
attended both of them with diligence, 


near the ſpace of fix weeks, only that we 
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9. Were once at an iſland called Joes-Van- 
Tortola, dikes, where we had a large 


good mect- 
ing. | | 


O the ninth day of the ninth month, 
we left Tortola, in order to return to An- 
tigua, with deſign to get a paſlage for 
England; but being in a veſſel the cap- 
tain of which knew not how to manage 


her, we were going a contrary courſe, in 


which if we had proceeded, we might all 
have been loſt ; we were much toffed and 


driven about, and through perſuaſions, 


we prevailed with the captain to turn 
back, and he brought us to Santa Croixz 
but our going into the harbour called 


Lime-trees to drop anchor, ſeemed as if it 
would have proved fatal to us, there ly+ 


ing a veſſel armed with guns, from which 
we were fired at three times, and my com- 
panion had like to have been ſhot ; it 


ſeems they had a deſign to have ſunk our 


veſſel, having heard there was a Spaniſh 


ſuſpected our's to be that veſſel; but our 
mariners being in a great fright, made 


ſignals 


privateer on the coaſt, and the Governor 
had given orders to keep her off; they 
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ſignals that we had no ill deſign; when 
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ſeeing we were in diſtreſs, they forbore 4 


firing, and through the kind deliverance 


| of the Almighty we got ſafe in and dropt 


anchor. Praiſed and worſhipped be the 


name of God, that wasnigh at hand, and 


a preſent help in the time of need! may L 
forever adore his great and eminent name, 
with all the true in heart, throughout all 
generations! he will not ſuffer thoſe to 
be confounded that truſt in him, and who 
deſire and endeavour faithfully to ferve 
him.

0 T to return to the A where we 
came to an anchor My companion went 


on ſhore at Santa Croix, and would have 
had me gone with him, but my mind be- 
ing at that time much dejected, I choſe 
to ſtay on board the veſſel until next morn- 


ing, when I went on ſhore, and met with 
my companion, who had agreed. with a 
captain of a veſſel, bound for Spaniſh- 
town, near Tortola, for our paſſage thi- 
ther, we put our cheſts and other things 
on board this veſſel, then went on ſhore, 
and travelled acroſs the iſland on foot to 


Bas-end harbour, where the veſſel was to 


go, chooſing rather ſo to do, than to go 
round by water; in our walk we met with 


people that were e ing: tous; 1 about noon 


we 
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we called at a houſe and dined, and were 
entertained in a friendly manner; taking 
leave here, we went on towards Bas-end, 
ſtopping at another houſe ſome diſtance 
from the town for a drink of water, the 
people ſeeing we were ſtrangers, and being 
acquainted with Friends, kindly invited 
us in, to ſtay with them until the veſ- 
ſel came round to the harbour, and in- 
formed us that there was no houſe in the 
town ſuitable for us to beat, whichT found 
afterwards was true, for they ſeemed to 
be a very wicked people. We ſtaid with 
theſe kind people two nights and part of 
two days, and on leaving them we would 
have ſatisfied them for the time we were 
there; but they would not take any thing 
for our entertainment, and ſeemed well 
pleaſed with our company ; the man of the 
houſe attended us to the water fide to ſee 
us embark on board the veſſel we had been 
waiting for, where he parted with us in 


a friendly manner: I waited a while on 


the ſhore for the Captain to go on board, 
there being a vendue, and a great number 


of people gathered to it, among them the 
Governor of the place, (being an ifland

ſubject to the king of 1 and I 
have ſince thought, had we uſed endea- 
vours, we might have had a meeting a- 
mong them, and I have wiſhed it had hap- 
pened ſp, for I have at times been deſirous

people; it is a fruitful iſland, and as good 
land I think as any I ſaw in all my travels, 
could it be inhabited by men of religious 
minds, ſo as to be fruitful to the heaven- 
ly Father, who 1s willing todo good to 


mankind in general; but oh! the iſlands 
| hereaway, how great and many are the 


{ins of the people, mournful hath been my 
ſoul for their many abominations ! 


Wu fat fail, and arrived at Tortola on 
the 15th of the ninth month. The Cap- 
tain and ſailors were a wicked company, 
took ſome of our things from us, and de- 
manded conſiderable more for our paſſage 
than we had agreed for, which we thought, 
unreaſonable ; but they ſaid we could at- 
ford to pay, for that we were always go- 
ing about ; we told them we had the more 
need to be ſaving of what we had; they 
hoiſted out the boat in an angry manner, 

and 


„ 
and we paid them more than our paſſage 
to put us on ſhore; they firſt took us ſome 
diſtance from any houſe, and then landed 
ns, which put us to the more difficulty 
what to do with our cheſts, and other ne- 
ceſſaries, that they might be ſafe; but 
being ſeen by one Iſaac Pickering (a kinſ- 
man to our Friend John Pickering) he 
fent his lad to aſk us to his houſe, where 
we went, and he was ſo kind as to ſend 
for our things, and took care of them, 
and lent us horſes to go to his uncle's that 
night, where we were kindly received, 
and tenderly ſympathized with on the 
diſappointment and trouble, we had 
met with; they were dear and affectionate 
Friends to us on this ifland. We were at 
4 meeting at Fat-hog bay, the 16th of the 
ninth month, and on the fourth day fol- 
lowing, I was at one at the Road, both of 
them were good meetings. On the 23d 
of the month, I was taken ill of a fever at 


the houſe of our Friend Thomas Hum 


phreys, and the next day my kind Friend 
John Pickering bronght a man and horſe 
and took me to his houſe, where Iremam- 
ed very ill ſeveral weeks, and ſome of 
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the time I apprehended I ſhould lay 
down my life among them ; but it was the 
bleſſed will of the Lord to reſtore me again 
to ſome degree of ſtrength, and I attended 
ſeveral meetings with Friends, wherein I 
had ſatisfaction, and on the 8th-day of the 
eleventh month, I went to Gwan ifland, 
with our Friends James Parke and his 
wife, - and ſtaid till the eleventh of the 
ſame, and after having a comfortable 
time in his family, I returned to Tortola, 
it being the meeting day at Fat-hog bay, 
and it proved to be a meeting to ſatisfac- 
tion. 


AFTER a ſolid ſitting and parting with 
ſeveral at our Friend John Pickering's, on 
the 21ſt of this month, we went on board 
a veſſel bound to the iſland called St. Tho- 
mas's (belonging to the Dutch) accompa- 
nied by our ſaid dear Friend, and Thomas 
Humphreys, Jonas Lake, and Joſeph 
Ryan, and on the 22d landed there, and 
underſtood that the Captain of the ſhip, 
bound for Amſterdam, in which we were 
to take our paſlage, in order to get to Eng- 
land, was very ill, We lodged at John 

Demane's 
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Demane's one night, and the next day 


went on board the veſſel, where we ſtaid 
moſtly till the laſt day of the month, and 
our dear Friends above-mentioned, after 
ſeeing us placed in . the ſhip, parted 
with us in a tender, loving manner, and 
my heart was affected in parting with 
them : .In the time we lay at anchor, the 
Captain died, and the chief mate, Robert 


Stewart, was appointed Captain in his 


ſtead, who was very kind to us in the ma- 
ny diſtreſſes we met with on our paſſage. 


SoME days before we failed, my com- 
panion was taken ſick, which ſo increaſed, 
that on the paſſage he ſeemed near unto 
death, which was a great trial and exer- 
ciſe to me, being myſelf weakly and fee-

ble, for we were companions in tribulati- 


on; but thro” the mercy of the Almigh- 
ty, he recovered. 


AFTER we had been three weeks and 
ſome days at ſea, a great ſtorm aroſe, which 
appeared to be very dangerous, that in 
order to lighten the veſſel, the ſeamen 
threw out ſeyeral „ things; after 
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ſome weeks we got into ſoundings in the 
Engliſh channel, and were in hopes to be 


ſoon ſafe landed at ſome port in England 


but another ſtorm aroſe, which drove us 
off to ſea, yet in eight days we again got 
foundings, but the wind being againit us, 
we could not get forward to our expecta- 
tion, and it rather ſuiting us to go to Ire- 
land, the Captain altered his courſe for 
Kinſale harbour, as the veſſel wanted re- 
pairs one of the Rudder-irons being broke, 
made it difficult to ſteer the veſſel, but by 
endeavours, they managed pretty well, 
and the day we made fail for that land, we 
got in ſight of the harbour, but night 
coming on, and being fearful of rocks 
and ſhoals, they put off to ſea, and the 
weather being moderate the fore part. of 
the night, the ſeamen were too careleſs 
and did not keep ſo ſtrict a watch as they 
ought; but the Captain, as he lay in his 
cabbin had ſo great an uneaſineſs on his 
mind, that he could not lay ſtill any long- 
er, and went towards the head of the veſ- 
ſel, and found that inſtead of being out at 
ſea, we were near ſtriking on the land, 
whereupon he * awaked the 
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ſailors, and they tacked the veſſel about, . 
and were very watchful until the morn- >. 
ing, thus we eſcaped that danger; in the 7 u flora 
morning it was very foggy, and a ſtorm a- coaſt of He- 
roſe, and we could not diſcover the har- a4. 
bour, but were driven about for a conſi- 
derable time, they threw over board one 
anchor ; but the ſtorm continuing and 
the weather diſtreſſing, we were drove to- 
wards the land, and the ſeamen being al- 
moſt wearied out, apprehended we could 
not keep off much longer ; thus we were 
in great diſtreſs, expecting the veſſel 
would be wrecked, and the Captain being 
much ſurpriſed, came to my companion 
and me, telling us he would do what he 
could to ſave our lives, for that we were 
in great danger of being loſt, and he ex- 
pected we ſhould be drove on the ſhore in 

the night, if we kept off in the day, and 
was deſirous to know our minds, what he 
had beſt to do ; whether to run the ſhip 
aground while we had day light, that if a- 
ny of our lives were ſpared, we could the 
better ſee how to help ourſelves; we not 
knowing what to adviſe him for the 
beſt, only to truſt in the good providence _ 
of 
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of God, the Captain concluded to ſteet᷑ 


tions of the people were great for mercy 
to their ſouls, apprehending the veſſel 


might ſuddenly loſe our lives; but I had 


reaſon to believe that the Gracious and 
Merciful Being was pleaſed to hear our 


cries, for the nearer we came to the land 
the fog cleared away, and they eſpied a 
veſſel, which as we approached nearer, we 
diſcovered was laying at anchor at the 
mouth of Kinſale harbour, where we 
wanted to be, and as we came on our way, 


Arrives ſafe the harbour appeared plain; thus through

arrived there ſafe, and dropt anchor; for 
this his merciful preſervation, our hearts 
had great cauſe to be humbly bowed before 
him, and the Captain came to me, ſay-

e for your prayers, we ſhould all have been 
« Joft ;” but I aſcribed this great deliver- 
ance to the kind mercy of Divine Provi-

Taiſed on my knees to make interceſſion 
with the All-powerful Being, after which 


I went upon the deck, and the Captain 


ſeeing me, expreſſed in a very loving 
manner his unity and ſatisfaction, and I 
thought that the ſame good power and 
preſence which attended my mind, had 
ſome reach upon his heart. 


Ou! in this trying paſſage, how often 
did my ſoul go down into many diſcou- 
ragements, but I was helped through all, 
to rely on God's mercy, and on a time I 
took the bleſſed Bible into my hands, and 
it was as if my eyes were caſt on that paſ- 
ſage in the prophet Iſaiah, xliv. 1, 2, 3. 
where it is ſaid ; © Now hear, O Jacob my 
* ſervant, and Iſrael whom TI have choſen : 


« Thus ſaith the Lord that made thee, and 


„formed thee from the womb, which will help 
« thee; Fear not, O Jacob my ſervant, and

meetings; leaving my companion in this 
city, he being deſirous to go home from

1767. AGAIN took freſh encouragement

Houſe with us; I kept to diligence in my 
outward calling, wherein I was bleſſed of

before it was over, and met again with 


our two women Friends, before men- 
tioned, and there being many Friends 
on this iſland, it was a comfort to me that 
I had an opportunity of ſeeing them once 
more, 
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more, and I eſteem it a mercy from the «1x4: 
Divine Being, for it ſeemed as I thought 

x riſk of our lives to venture as we did in Nantucket. 
a little open boat a great diſtance from 

the land ; but the intentions I believe of 

all us were for one good purpoſe, that we 

might have a time at that meeting with 

God's people, to ſerve him more than for 
any other conſideration ; it was a large 3 
meeting, and in ſome degree comfortable | i 
and edifying ; and when it was ended, a 
pretty many of us, in company with the 
two European women Friends, took paſ- | 
ſage and landed at Woods-hole, where we 
had an evening meeting, I believe to ſo- 
lid advantage and comfort in ſome good 
degree. Thomas Lightfoot concluded to 
go forward to accompany the women 
Friends in their viſit to the other parts of 
New- England, and my Friend Iſrael Pem- 
berton and myſelf returned to Newport, 
where we were at ſeveral meetings, one 1 
was at the burial of the wife of Samuel | 
Holmes, and in the main were ſolid meet- | 
ings; from thence we proceeded home- 

wards through Conecticut, and got to —

Ix the year 1755, I viſited moſt of the 
meetings in Bucks county, ſome of which 


I had not been at for ſeveral years, and

ſolid good meetings ; wherein I had great 


nearneſs of ſpirit with many tender heart- 
ed dear Friends, and returned home with 


ſweet peace in the performance of this 
viſit ; I alſo attended ſeveral meetings in 
this province and New-Jerſey with my 


two worthy Friends Nicholas Davis and 
Adam Mott from New-England, which 
were large and I believe ſerviceable to ma- 
ny, and I received ſome pleaſure and deli- 
verance to my ſoul, after ſome diſtreſſing 
trials of my faith, and provings of hope to- 


wards God, which I have received as an 
unſpeakable

unſpeakable favour from him, that he 
was pleaſed to bring me out of a horrible 
pit and ſet my feet on a rock, that I can 


thankfully ſay, None is ſo holy as the 


Lord, nor any rock like our God that is 
te jn heaven for the help of his people, and 
tc in his excellency above the ſkies.” After 
a very acceptable viſit to theſe parts, from 
thoſe our dear Friends, who returning 
homewards Nicholas Davis died by the way, 
and altho' the lois I believe to be great to 
Friends where he belonged, and thoſe 


abroad, where his lot was caſt on his Lord 


and Maſter's errand ; yet it is comfortably 
to be hoped, that he is at reſt from his la- 
bours, and received the reward of a faith- 
ful ſervant 3 Oh! the ſweet ſavour of life, 
and eminent power of the Divine Word 
that attended this man of God, whoſe 


ſweet company, edifying converſation 


and tender love to the little and lowly 
lambs of Chriſt ; (tho' a threſhing inſtru- 
ment in the Lord's hand, againſt ungod- 
lineſs and unrighteonſneſs of men, that 
hold the truth in unrighteouſneſs,) is not 
to be forgotten by thoſe left behind while 
in mutability, who have had the benefit

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of his goſpel labours and rightly eſteem 


Far.$0 accompanied our dear Friend 
Catharine Payton, with ſeveral Friends of 
our city, to viſit the families of many of 
our fellow members, which ſervice I 
think it may be thankfully faid the Lord 
owned, the ſtates and conditions of the 
people being ſuitably fpoken to. | 


In the year 1756, I viſited ſeveral meet- 
ings in New-Jerfey, as Mountholly, Bur- 
lington, Old Springfield, Mansfield, 
Croſwicks, Bordentown, and Upper- 
Springfield, which were generally large, 
and livingly attended with ſolid comfort; 
alſo with my dear companion Iſaac Zane, 
I had ſeveral ſatisfactory ſeaſons in ſome 
families, where we went to viſit ſeverat 
antient Friends, alſo at the houſes where 
we lodged ; after theſe opportunities we 
went for Little-Egg-harbour, topping at a 
ſaw-mill on the road, called Mount-Miſery, 
where they defired a meeting, and find- 
ing freedom in my mind, we had a tender 
time with the people, tho' a defolate 
place.

place —We had two meetings at Little- 1736, 
Egg-harbour, and] found my mind near- New-Jer- 
ly united to ſome worthy Friends of that * 
place; from thence we paſſed over a great 
marſh and a river to Great-Egg- harbour, 
where we attended a meeting at each meet- 
ing houſe, and it was cauſe of gladneſs 
to ſee an increaſe of tender minded Friends 
thereaway ; not having been there for 
many years; there appeared a revival of 
love for truth and zeal for the ſame ; ſince 
my being laſt there they had built a meet- 
ing-houſe, in which we had a powerful 
ſatisfactöry meeting; we croſſed the ri- 
ver to Cape-May, and had a meeting at 
the widow Townſend's, and one in the 
evening at her ſon's, and from thence we 
came to Greenwich and Alloways creek, 
having a meeting at each place, where 
came a pretty many people, and it was to 
ſome degree of comfort; after the laſt 
meeting we reached home, tho' it was 
ſomewhat late in the night, andaltho' ſome 
part of this journey was attended with 
much riding and fervent labour in the 
Lord's work, I had cauſe to be thankful 
Q 2 that 
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that I was obedient, and that he was pleaf 
ed to enable me to perform my duty. 


ALso in this year 1756, and in 1757 
and 1758, Iattended the Indian treaties, 
ſome part of them with ſeveral dear Friends 
of our city, at Eaſton in Northampton 
county, at the time of one of which, 
I went with my dear Friends John Pem- 
berton and Benjamin Hooton, as far as 


Fort-Allen, with an invitation from the 


Indians aſſembled at Eaſton and the go- 
vernment of Pennſylvania, to ſome Indi- 
ans who diſcovered a backwardneſs or fear 
of attending the treaty ; it was thought 
ſome of them had been very miſcheivous 
in the murders and bloodſhed and taking 
of captives, on the frontiers of our pro- 
vince ; and a great concern having fall- 
en on the minds of a number of worthy 
Friends, principally in Philadelphia, who 
freely contributed their money and time, 
for promoting the reſtoration of peace 
with the natives, as I have apprehend- 


ed, and believe they have been the 


were inſtrumental in the Lord's hand 
to appeaſe the revengful nature of ſo bar- 
barous 
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barous and cruel an enemy, the hearts of 
the Indians retaining a great love for the 
memory of our firſt worthy proprietary 
William Penn, terming Friends his chil- 
dren, that I believe they were a great bleſ- 
ſing in the hand of God, to the govern- 
ment of this province for the reſtoration 
of peace with ſuch anenraged enemy, who 
had been permitted to be an heavy rod of 
chaſtiſement on this land ; yet remark- 
able it was, that through the protection

of the Almighty, which was as the ſha- 


dow of a mighty rock in a wearied land, 
few called by our name were ill uſed du- 
ring all this calamity, | 


THERE were three Indian men accom- 
panied us as far as Fort-Allen, Moſes 
Tatamy, and two others; we travelled 
much in the night and through a great 
rain, ſtormy and cold weather, to reach 
that place to which we came the next 
morning, and the captain received us ve- 
ry civilly, and I thought did what he 
could to be of ſervice to us, and behaved 
yery kindly and friendly to the Indians, 


which they ſeemed to take well; at firſt 


ſight 
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ſight the Indians appeared dreadful to be- 
hold, as to anger and revenge in their 
.countenances, with their painted warlike 
looks and weapons, and were very ſhy; 
yet after ſome friendly converſation, and 
their receiving a few ſmall preſents which 
we carried with us for ſome of their Chiefs, 
they appeared in a quite different diſpoſi- 
tion before we parted; but could not be 
prevailed with to come to the treaty, be- 
cauſe of their word and the engagement 
they had made among themſelves, to de- 
pute Tedyuſcung, their cheif man, to 
tranſact the buſineſs with the government 
on their behalf; in conſirmation of their 
continuing in this mind, they ſent a ſtring 
of Wampum by Moſes Tatamy; after a 
further time of free converſation they ap- 
peared ſtill more pleaſed, and as I thought 
out of love to us, ſent two of their young 
men to accompany us back, we parted 
with themin love, our endeavours appear- 
ed to be well taken by them, and I hope 
were of ſervice, altho* none of them but 
the two young men came with us to Eaſ- 
ton; we ventured our lives, and went 
through hardſhips to perform this errand; 
11 | but - 
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but through the mercy and kindneſs of faden 
the Lord we were preſerved; for which . 


my ſonl had cauſe to be thankful to his 


great and good name. At the other two 
treaties, I underwent with ſeveral faith - 
ful hearts, a deal of inward ſuffering and 
anxiety of ſpirit ; a dark and diſmal cloud 
of oppoſition appearing to the good work 
of peace ; but the minds of Friends being 
kept ſo as to look unto the Lord Al- 
mighty, we had many extraordinary good 
meetings in waiting and thinking on him, 


and his dear beloved Son Chriſt Jeſus, and 


at times in thoſe meetings, the darkneſs 
would paſs away, and the true light would 
ſhine to the renewing the hope of the 
humble ; and the Lord, magnified be his 
name! proſpered the endeavours of thoſe 
faithful labourers, who had at heart this 


defirable work of peace, and I believe they 


will be heirs of that blefling, wherein 
Chriſt termeth the peace makers Bleſſed,” 


and calleth them the © children of God.“ 


IN the year 17 757 I met with a near

A WEIGHTY concern attending 
our Yearly-Meeting in 1758, for a fur- 
ther reformation from the practice of 
keeping flaves for term of life, ſeveral 
Friends with myſelf, were appointed 
to viſit thoſe members of our religious 
ſociety, who held them in bondage, in 
order to adviſe for their liberty, it being 
believed by the truly conſcientious, to be 
a great iniquity to keep them or their 
children, and children's children in per- 
petualcaptivity ; agreeable to this appoint- 
ment, I went in company with my Friends 
John Scarborough and John Woolman, 
to ſeveral ſuch families in Cheſter county, 
to whom I hope we faithfully diſcharged 
our duty; on our return from this viſit 
we were at a burial at Uwchland, and 
at the Monthly-Meeting at Goſhen,

where we met our Friend Joſeph White, 
and to anſwer the appointment of our 
Yearly-Meeting for ſettling the Weſtern 
Quarterly-Meeting, at Londongrove, 1 
went with the above named Friends to 
the miniſters meeting held for the firſt 


time at that place, which was on the ſe- 


venth day of the week; on the next day 
I was at Ne- Garden meeting, and on the 
following day, being the ſecond of the 
week, at that at Londongrove, held for 
worſhip and the diſcipline of the church, 
which was very large, and I hope favour- 
ed in a good degree with the beſt wiſdom, 
(our Friends Samuel Spavold, and Mary 
Kirby from Old-England, were alſo at 
this Quarterly-Meeting) we had been the 
week before at the Quarterly-Meeting at 
Concord, which I hope was of ſervice to 
many ;—after Londongrove meeting I re- 
turned homewards in company with our 
Friends Joſeph White, Iſrael Pemberton 
and ſeveral others as far as Cheſter, where

bound for England. 
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SHORTLY after this journey I went to 
Mountholly meeting, and to the Quarter- 
ly-Meeting at Croſwicks, and joining 
company with my Friends John Sykes 
and John Woolman, performed viſits: to 
many places where they had {ſlaves in 
bondage, and I hope in true love; after 
which, and a ſolid meeting at Mansfield, 
I returned home with great peace in my 
own boſom, | 


HavinG in the year 1757, made ſome 
ſome progreſs in company with my Friend 
John Pemberton, in a religious viſit to 
the families of Friends in this city, both of 
ſuch as were in unity, and thoſe who 
made ſome profeſſion among us, we pro- 
ceeded on and in the year 1760 compleated 


the viſit to above five hundred families in 


the city, the northern liberties, and over 
Schuylkill, which gave relief to my mind, 
that we were enabled to accomplith 10 
weighty an undertaking, which was kind- 
ly received, and I believe by many in that 
love, wherewith the Lord by his council 
and goodneſs accompanied usfromplace to 
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place, and I hope they were ſeaſons of ten- 
der viſitation to many ſouls; from the time 
we began this viſit I was moſtly at home, 
only as I performed the journeys before- 
mentioned,and at ſome other times viſited 
the neighbouring meetings in Pennſylva- 
nia and New-Jerſey, wherein I truſt1 was 
in a good degree clear in the ſight of the 
Lord ; my heart being given up at times 
to his bleſſed requirings ;—in a ſhort time 
after this family viſit, I went as far as 
Maiden creek, in company with my Friend 
James Starr, and was at an evening

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Okesſhan, and on our way ſtopt at a 
houſe where were ſeveral in family, with 
whom we had a ſolid opportunity, which 
I believe gave ſatisfaction to them as it did 
to us; on our way there parting with 
my companion Thomas Shipley, I came 
near Okesſhan and lodged, and was the 
next day at a meeting there, which was 
a ſuffering time to my ſpirit ; then 
went to the Quarterly-Meeting at Lon- 
dongrove, where were Hannah Harris and 
Elizabeth Wilkinſon, two worthy Friends 
from Old-England ; the meeting was very 


large and I hope of ſervice; from thence 


took divers meetings in Cheſter-county; 
ſome of which were large and attended 
with relieving help, in which I enjoyed 
much comfort and unity among Friends, 
as I viſited the ſeveral particalar meetings, 
which were Kennet, Center, Birming- 
ham, the Forks of Brandywine, Weſt 
and Eaſt Caln, Nantmil, Pikeland, Uwch- 


land, Goſhen, Newtown, Middletown, + 


and Providence ; to the laſt of which 
came (my .ſog-in-law) Benedict Dorſey, 


with whom I came home ro my habitation, philadel- 
in the enjoyment of a ſhare of peace; 2 
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having viſited the afflicted, and ſeveral 
Friend's families, and I truſt faithfully 
laboured, travelling through cold and 
hardſhips and ſometimes deep probations 
of ſpirit ; but have had reverend cauſe to 
be humbly thankfal to my bleſſed Lord 
and Maſter, who greatly helped I hope 
to his own praiſe, to agen be it gſcriea 
for ever more! 


Ox the 7th day of the fourth month, 
1764, with the unity of my Friends at 
home, I went towards Buckingham, was 
the next day at that meeting, with Iſrael 
and John Pemberton and Joſhua Emlen, 
which was large and to ſame ſatisfaction; 
after this meeting, Joſhua Emlen being 
my companion, we proceeded to King- 
wood in New-Jerſey, guided by Samuel 
Eaſtburn, lodged at Robert Large's, and 
the next day had a large meeting at this 
place to edification and comfort; from 
thence to Richard Lundy's, and after a 
ſay of two nights, were at a meeting in 
his houſe, where was a number of 
tender hearted | youth and others, in 


which the Lond was Fate to favour us 
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with his bleſſed preſence to ſatisfaction; 
the -ſaid Friend informed us that, he 
had ſeventy children and grand children, 
ſome of whom were valuable Friends 
this place was called the Great · Meadows;

good of our city and people; ſaw fit to 
appoint Mordecai Yarnal; John Pember- 
ton, Joſhua Emlen and myſelf, to go to 
Shrewſbury, and preſent it to him, it be- 
ing about ſeventy miles from Philadel- 
phia; we iccordingly proceeded, and diſ- 
charged our meſſage; but the Governor 
we found had given liberty and his pro- 
miſe to the players, ſo that we had no 
proſpect of obtaining redreſs from him; 
yet I truſt that Friends and we were clear 
in thus diſcharging our duty to God and 
man in this reſpect; I returned home on 
the 2d of the month following, and en- 
joyed a degree of peace, having ſome ſo- 
lid fittings in ſome Friends families on our 
return, and an opportunity of ſeeing ſome 
whom 1 valued in the truth.

The TESTIMONWof the 


MonraLy MzzTING Of FRIENDS 


in Philadelphia, concerning our be- 
loved Friend and Brother, BENTANIN 
IROTTER, who was born in this City, 
in the ninth Month of the Year, 1699. 


* E was one whom the Lord early 
vviſited, and reached unto by the 
reproofs of his Divine Light and 


Grace, for thoſe youthful vanities and cor- 


rupt converſation, Which by nature he 
was prone to and purſued, to the grief of 


his pious mother, who was religiouſly con- 
cerned to reſtrain him; but as he became 


obedient to the renewed viſitations of 


the 8 call, denying himſelf of 


thoſe things he was reproved for, he not 


only learned to ceaſe from doing evil, but 


to live in the practice of doing well; and 
e faithful, became an example 


” 


of plainneſs and ſelf-denial, for which he 
ſuffered much ſcoffing and mockirig of 
. thoſe who had been his companions in fol- 


ly ; yet he neither fainted nor was turned 
alide by the reproaches of the ungodly, 
Which thus fell to his lot, for his plain teſ- 
timony againſt their evil conduct. 
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Ix the twenty-fixth year of his age, he 
appeared in the work of the miniſtry, and 
laboured therein in much plainneſs and
